HOW TO BALLOT 


EXPLANATION OF THE SIN¬ 
GLE TRANSFERABLE BALL¬ 
OT USED IN PROVINCIAL 
ELECTIONS IN RURAL 
DIVISIONS 


We have been asked several 
times during the past! few weeks 
to explain off hand the method 
of voting in provincial elect ons 
also how the ballots are count¬ 
ed in order to make second or 
third preferences by voters ef¬ 
fective. 

The ballot used is called the 
Single Transferable Bp Hot, 
meaning that voters express 
their choices, if they so desire, 
by use of the figures “ 1 ,” “ 2 ,” 
“3,” and so on according to the 
order in which they prefer the 
various condidates. Voters must 
not use the “X” in these prov¬ 
incial elections. To do so makes 
the ballot invalid and it is then 
thrown out by the returning 
officer. Voters must indicat? 
their first choice by the use of 
the figure "1.” If they like tiny 
can stop there and their vote is 
called a “plumper.” But it is 
just as well to exercise the right 
of choice and make the figure 
“ 2 ” opposite the name of their 
second preference, and if there 
are enough candidates in the 
field to justify it, the exercise 
of a third choice by use of the 
figure “3” opposite the name of 
then* third preference. Voters 
will understand we hope, that 
the exercise of preferences is 
largely dictated by the number 
of candidates nominated. If 
only two candidates, the figure 
“ 1 ” is enough; if three candid¬ 
ates, the figures “ 1 ” and “ 2 ” 
are advisable. If four candid¬ 
ates, choices extend to ”3” and 
so on. 

The purpose of the Single 
Transferable Ballot is to make 
certain that the candidate fin¬ 
ally declared elected really re¬ 
presents the choice of the voters 
as expressed in their first, se¬ 
cond and third prefereenses. For 
that reason, U 1.3 Ilerold urgeo 
voters to exercise at the v ery 
least, their second choice in the 
coming • lection. These second 
choice votes are ahiijoc >uiv* to 
decide the election in this div¬ 
ision. 

METHOD OF COUNTING 

There is nothin* intricate in 
the preliminary count of ballots 
in this system of voting. Tne 
first choice votes are given first 
cPnsiderAticn If any quo can¬ 
didate has ^ ejeaf majority • f 
first choice votes over all others 
combined, he is elected f*»ith- 
with. But in case no such maj¬ 
ority is obtained on the first 
count, 1 he candidate having the 
least number of first ch« i'v s is 
dropped out an.I his seco ■ * 
choice votes are considered and 
allocated to the others still re¬ 
maining in the field accord mg 
to the way they are marked. If 
this does not result in the (lec¬ 
tion of one candidate by a clear 
majority. then the iw\i lowest 
nan is dropped and his second 
choice votes considered and alio • 
cated. This process is continued 
until the final count is between 
two candidates only, of whom 
one is almost sure to bo declar¬ 
ed; but in the event of a tie 
vote resulting on this lan men¬ 
tioned count, it is our opinion 
that the returning officer had 
letter throw up his hands and 
let someone else complete the 
count. 

However, it is very unlikely 
that it will be necessary to take 
third choices into account when 
onlv four candidates ar e in the 
field. Of course, it is among the 
things that might happen.

His first 
choice balotsl are examined for 
second choices and found lo 
give Brown 350; Jenks 550. The 
standing then is Brown 1,650;

W. R. Howson, Liberal Leader 
of Alberta, in company with 
F. S. Leffingwell, local Candid¬ 
ate for the Warner Constituen¬ 
cy, were here last Saturday 
oiling and held a meeting in 
the High School Auditorium, 
attended by nearly 100 men and 
women, who gathered to hear 
he Liberal solution of our 
iresent problems. 

T. J. O’Brien was in the 
hair, and called on Mr. Leffing 
well as the first speaker of the 
evening. Regretting the elect¬ 
ion coming in th midst of harv¬ 
est when everyone was so busy, 
the speaker said it looked very 
nuch like the next Government 
in Alberta would be Liberal, 
and h e thought it should be 
that way, as prospects were 
rood for a Liberal Government 
in Ottawa. 

Mr. Leffingwell stated that 
unemloyment was largely duj 
lo over expansion, and he felt 
hat through a program of pub 
ic works, the Government 
should get the people hack to 
work. This however should be 
profitable and needed work, and 
:ited the expense on the hill 


c 


north of Warner, as an example 
where much money had been 
spent, but very little realized in 
returns. He also stated he was 
very much in favor of Water 
Conservation, and if elected 
woud work unceasingy to have 
this program carried out. He 
pledged himself to the i*e-open- 
ing of the School of Agricult¬ 
ure if he wer e sent to Edmon¬ 
son, and stated that these sch- 
ols were a Liberal venture, 
md he felt should lie kept in 
>peration. He expressed himse!f 
in favor of lowering the pens¬ 
ion age to care for the older 
oeople and to take them out of 
salaried jobs, so the young 
md able-bodied could have 
these positions to make them 
elves independent. Was no, in 
avor of basic dividends fo-* 
everyone regardless of their 
needs. 

MR. HOWSON SPEAKS 

Mr. Howson opened his ad¬ 
dress by statting that an elect 
on was an oportunity for the 
people to express themselves as 
to the kind of Government they 
wanted, and he felt that elect¬ 
orate were disatisfied with the 
record of the U.F.A, over the 
past fourteen years. If however 
they were satisfied, then they 
should by all means endorse 
them. II e accused the Govern¬ 
ment of trying to build their 
structure on one wall only, viz. 
the farmer, aind stated that 
with many industries and inter¬ 
est in the Province, any Govern 
ment should foster and look 
after all these interests . 

People had settled here in 
hopes of something better for 
themselves find families and 
wondered if voters would con¬ 
tinue to support a Government 
that had failed as had the 
U.F.A. 

Speaking of the re-organizat- 
011 of the Liberal party three 
years ago, he stated that the 
present platform was the total 

ideas suggested by people in 
all walks of life in the Prov’nce 
”d felt that it had included 
the interest of all in its make¬ 
up. He was not appealing on 
party lines nor sentiment, hut 
asked the people in cor side” : n'{ 
a platform to ask themselves 
these two questions. 

“Is it good for Raymond and 
Llberta.” 

“Can it he accomplished.” 

In the Liberal platform he 
felt that it could all be accorn- 
l 'ished, and he was sure that it 
would be pood for Alberta. “Un¬ 
less w e change our system of 
financing, we shall fail, and the 
U.F)A is absolutely against 


Monetary Reform, and we can¬ 
not give our children the chan¬ 
ces they deserve under our 
pi osenl system” said the speak¬ 
er. He then read from the re¬ 
cords of the House to show 
efforts of the Liberals to get 
lower interests, etc. Charged 
tht the U.F.A. was not a Farm 
ev’s Government but a Bond 
Holders Government, and that 
we should take our public af¬ 
fairs more seriously and get 
to the bottom of some of these 
pioblems. 

Turning to Social Credit lu 
advised the people to examine 
iu- promises very carefully and 
t ry and see the end of the road. 
So far, he said, we are asked 
to start down a blind alley 
without knowing whether 01 
not there is an end to it. No 
1 lan could be operated without 
income whether it were called 
Taxes or Levy, and was not in 
favor of taxing the same per¬ 
son as producer and consumer, 
and then giving dividends wh 1 
her a person needs them ,,r 
hot. Was impossible to cap¬ 
italize a Natural Resource of 
ariv kind until it could be im¬ 
proved and marketed. 

Our present system of relief 
was raising a generation of 
bums, and they were not to 
blame. But if we could get in¬ 
terest free capital, then we 
ftouId carry on proiams of 
d'cyelopnienl that would remedy 
this situation. The Liberals 
had advocated a Central owned 
and operated by the Govern¬ 
ment, so that the Provinces, in 
creating part of the credit of 
t* is Bank, could borrow for 
Pnvincial needs without inter 
tsl. The Alberta branch id 
'nis Bank would check oui 
reeds and borrowings, to see 
that nothing was spent unwis° 
] y. Asked people to think ser¬ 
iously of ,their problems.
